Mr. Tate And the Rural 
Route. 

Recently we published the fact 
that a rural tree delivery route 
had been requested, covering a ter- 
ritory north of Dahlonega, and 
we asked why our congressman 
had not secured it. Since then we 
have investigated this matter and 
we find that Congressman Tate has 
done everything he could do. We 
learn that it is a rule of the post- 
office department to consider thece 
requests in the order in which they 
are filed, and that owing to thc^ 
fact that there arc so few inspec- 
tors the department is just now en- 
gaged in passing on requents that 
were made in the early part of the 
year, 1903. 

The regulations first require that 
a petition bo sent in, signed by the 
heads of 100 families. This peti 
tion is sent to the congressman, 
and in the case wo refeired to, 
Congeessman Tate, immediately 
upon receipt of the petition filed 
the same and recommended the 
establishment of the route. The 
matter has not yet been taken up 
by the authorities, owing to the 
fact that there are so many peti 
tions ahead of this one, which, un- 
der the rule, must be considered 
before this one can. When this 
route is reached in its turn an in- 
spector will be sent here and the 
route inspected and laid out. In 
other words, it appears that the 
rule of being served at mill, applies 
here— first come, first served. The 
congressman, of course, can't re 
commend a route until the petition 
is sent to Mm, and it therefore be- 
hooves the people, if they want 
these routes, to send in their pe- 
titions so that they may be con- 
idered in turn. The congressman 
can't be btamed for not getting 
ites unless the people first send 
their petitions and then he 
can only uso his influence to re- 
commend and baye them taken up 
iceording to the regulations. 

We learn that Congressman Tate, 
with others, is actively at work to 
have the number of inspectors in- 
creased in order that these matters 
may be disposed of more rapidly. 
It thus appears that Mr. Tate is as 
usual alert and wide awke to the 
interests of his constituents. 

We are glad to be able to state 
the facts as we have done. When 
we said what we did we were 
simply trying to see whether the 
interests of our people were be- 
ng gdarded. We are fully satis- 
fied that they are. T'befe has nev- 
er been a time since he &l® been in 
congress that Mr. Tate has not 
been quick to respond to any re-= 
quest made from Lumpkin- 'county.

I enclose herewith a copy of let- 
ter written me by Mr. Conrard, 
Acting Fourth Assistant Postmast- 
er General, in regard to the in- 
spection and laying out of R. F. 
D. routes. I have also gone over 
with him the situation at your of- 
fice and have sent Judge Tate, 
your postmaster, petitions for R. 
F. D. routes out from your office. 
I thinkfrom this conference that 1 
will be able by early summer to 
have such routes inspected out 
from Dahlonega as you, Judge 
Tate and others interested will 
send mo petitions for. Of course, 
nothing can be done until these 
matters are reached in their order, 
but it is important that when an 
inspection is made that all the 
routes to be laid out be inspected 
at the same time, so that one route 
will not infringe upon the terri> 
tory of another and so that they 
all 1 can be laid out at one time in a 
way to give the best possible mall 
service to the people to be served.

A 
rural free delivery route should, 
as a rule, be 20 to 25 miles in 
length and serve 100 families. It 
should be so arranged that the car- 
rier will not be required to retrace 
or travel the same road twice the 
same day." Now can a single ru- 
ral route be established in Lump- 
kin or several other mountain 
according to these in- 
structions? Wo believe not.

The leads 
run clear across the county, and 
much of it has been used for win- 
dow sills and the construction of 
fireplaces in Dahlonega, and in 
the county chimneys are now 
standing that were built from this 
soapstone seventy-rive years ago, 
and yet none, of the state geologists 
have ever mentioned even as 
much as a speck of soapstone be- 
ing in Lumpkin county. Same 
way by kaolin. We have plenty 
of it, but no one knows it outside 
of the county. State geologists 
and their assistants could find out 
more and be of greater benefit to 
Georgia if they would notify the 
people of each county through the 
local papers of the time they expect 
to visit suchcounties. Then the 
people living outside of town own 
ing any kind of mineral property 
could come in and present 
with their samples and carry them 
to the property where found, 
this means they would learn 
more in less time than they do 
now. 

As stated last week work had 
been resumed at Crown Mountain, 
Some rain had fallen and it was 
believed there would be plenty of 
power to enable the manager to 
start up the mill and keep it go- 
ng until the completion of the 
Gorge power. But after the rain 
ceased the water soon got down 
so low that the little light stamp 
mill was only able to run a few 
shifts, the plates showing up well. 
It rained heavier Sunday night, 
enabling them to start the little 
mill again some time on Tuesday, 
with the hopes of putting twenty 
or thirty stamps of the big mill 
in motion, but so far they have 
been unable to do so as there is 
not yet enough power to run the 
little ten stamp mill, and any of 
the big mill and the pump at the 
same time, but the light stamp 
mill has been running both day 
and night since Tuesday. The mine 
cannot be expected to pay until 
;ufficient power is had to run -the 
plant on full time, for the expen- 
larly as much to run a 
portion of it as all. So we have 
given our correspondents interest- 
ed the facts about the condition of 
Crown Mountain in a nut shell. 

The McAfee-Lind Mining Co. 
have completed their ten stamp 
mill, and are now running a Dean 
pump, which lifts the water to a 
height of 220 feet into a reservoir 



159 feet long, 12 feet wide and 4 
deep. Pipe line runs fro 
voir to the cut ;300 feet below to 
the giant and from cut to the mill 
house, and the company, through 
its general manager, W. H. McA- 
fee, has developed nine gold bear 
ing veins from six inches to twe 
feet wide. During the com 
struction of the work, there has 
been taken out by tunnel and 
hauled to the mill 180 tons. This 
was beat on a five stamp mill and 
produced 555 pennyweights of 
burnt off gold. Now they have 
le pump in successful operation 
sluicing the ore direct to the mill. 
There cannot be any doubt of the 
utmost success of this mine pay- 
ing a handsome dividend on the 
investment, as it is the first mill 
ever erected on the property, and 
there is enough ore in sight to 
keep this mill running for the 
next fifteen years, and it is 
pected that the Company will re- 
alize one-third as much free gold 
in Hume line a9 they will make on 
the mill. It is no exaggeration to 
state that this is the best equip- 
ped mine of its capacity now be- 
ng operated in this gold belt. The 
nine is owned and operated by 
men who desire to fully prove that 
the mines in this section can be 
made to pay by the proper man- 
agement, and all that is needed is 
a truthful statement concerning 
them, for it is a well known fact 
that there has been less failures 
in legitimate mining here than in 
any other business.

It is regular and can be seen 
sasily as it has been well stripped 
and stands well up above the cut. 
While the management states that 
the gold is fine and as a rule can 
only be seen in the quartz with a 
glass, all miners agree that veins 
carrying fine gold are more apt to 
be uniform and continuous. While 
no assay of this vein has been 
made the pannings show values 
not often seen seen in this sec- 
tion. Several of our most rel 
ble miners, as well as members of 
the company, have panned many 
samples from all parts of it and 
all agree for a well defined persis- 
tent vein that it is unparallelled 
in this section.

Like the stone that the 
builders rejected — it may become 
the chief corner stone. It looks 
that way now. Development work 
continues and. we hope we may 
soon chronicle other finds on this' 
arkable property.

In reference to gold mining here 
the Atlanta News of Wednesday, 
says: Georgia was the first gold 
producing district in the United 
States and from 1828 to 1848 
northeast Georgia was the gold 
producing section of the union 
and millions of dollars were taken 
out. For years preceding the civ- 
1 war the general government 
maintained a mint at Dahlonega. 
The civil war stopped that and 
after that struggle the mint was 
never reopened. The great dis- 
coveries of 1849 so overshadowed 
the Georgia district that it drop- 
ped into the background, and the 
mining in the Georgia district has 
for many years been of a desultory 
character and confined to placer 
work. Even this method has dur- 
ng the past thirty years produced 
a large amount. Unlike the oth- 
er gold producing sections 
placer mining has not been fol- 
lowed by scientific methods and 
the industry has naturally 
languished. This is now being 
remedied and there appears every 
prospect that a uew wealth creat- 
ing industry will soon be added to 
the state. After thoroughly feel- 
ing their way and proving the 
ground one large concern is now 
operating successfully, using hy- 
draulic method on soft material 
and stamp mills on the rock. An- 
other large concern which expend- 
ed large sums in preliminary work 
has now on the ground an expert 
who is studying the situation with 
a view to enabling the company 
to get the best results from the 
money now invested and that may 
was up a while hereafter be invested. Still an- 
other has done such development 
work as to cause the present own- 
ers to believe that they may have 
what will eventually prove to be 
the largest producer in the United 
States. There is now every indi- 
cation 'that in the near future the 
old red hills of northeast Georgia 
will give . annually several mil- 
lions of dollars of imperishable 
wealth to the world. There is 
something fascinating about the 
pursuit of gold hunting, and there 
is also something heroic about the 
labors men undergo in its pursuit, 
but better than the fascination of 
the pursuit or the heroism of the 
hunters is the solid fact that it is 
clean money. In many callings 
one man's gain is the product of 
another's loss, but when an onnea 
of gold is added to the world's 
supply it is pure metal rendered up 
by mother earth as the result of 
honest toil, ami the man who 
makes his "pile" by legitimate 
mining has the solid comfort of 
knowing that others have not been 
impoverished that he may dwell 
luxury.

To the Editor of "The Exami- 
ner—Dear Sir: I have read your 
interesting editoral in today's is- 
sue of your paper on "Let the 
South Alone, Mr. Rooseyelt," and 
consider it the strongest argument 
I have ever read in the direction it 
is intended. 

I am a Californian, but for two 
years represented one of New 
York's largest tobacco houses in 
the South, and can readily under- 
stand how necessary it is for out- 
siders (and I class all living outs 
side the Dixie line as such) to 
leave the South alone and permit 
the administration of affairs in 
that section to be conducted by 
the whites. 

Mr. Roosevelt cannot, nor can 
any one else, unless he has ac- 
tually lived in the South, under- 
stand how harmful it is to the ne- 
gro and the welfare of the South 
itself— saying nothing of the in- 
tense humiliation the whites suffer 
— to appoint a negro to any office 
in that section. 

If the President will leave that 
section of the country alone until 
he fully understands conditions 
he will be doing a very wise thing ; 
but if he thinks from the one or 
two hasty trips he has made there 
that he knows it all and wishes to 
recognize the negroes on the level 



! with the whites, then let him pro- 
vide Mr. Negro with a berth in 
some or all of the New England 
or Western States, or in the States 
of the Middle West, but leave the 
South alone. 

The negro is all right until he is 
cloaked with some authority; and 
as soon as he is he swells up to 
such an extent that the others of 
his race take the fever, and then it 
is "all off." 

The old and uneducated darkey 
is a useful person in the South, 
but the educated— or the negro 
who thinks he knows something- 
is an agitator and a bad member 
of Southern society.

tired army officer. On his return 
from the Philippines and Chinese 
war, and while serving as Major 
of the 4th Regiment, and in Com - 
rniand of Fort Mcintosh, Texas, he 
was again assigned by the Secre- 
tary of war as Commandant of Ca- 
dets at the college here, beieg.per 
haps the only officer holding the 
rank of Major and hi active duly, 
that has been assigned to any Ag- 
ricultural college in the United 
States, as Professor of Military 
scieuce. This appointment was 
made upon urgent request of the 
Board of Trustees, and the friends 
of the college in congress from 
Georgia. His tine military knowl- 
edge, and excellent discipline has 
been of incalculable service to the 
college. Among his former sto-. 
dents are two Cadet Majors, now 
with the 14th Regiment in the 
Philippines, to wit: iist'Lt. Fred 
Price, and 2nd Lt. Smith Harris. 
Capt. Noel Grant, now a pay- 
master in the navy, was also, in- 
structed by Maj. Tillson, together 
with numerous other young men 
now filling important stations in 
government and railway and tele- 
graph and telephone service. 

A short biographical sketch of 
Maj. Tillson may not be uninter- 
esting. We obtain the facts from 
a recent publication, "Who's who 
in New York city and State:" 
Born at Elmira, New York, May 
20, 1856; was graduated from El- 
mira Free Academy in 1874; ap- 
pointed to West Point Military 
j Academy in 1874, and graduated 
in 1878. Appointed 2nd Lieuten- 
ant June 21, 1878, and assigned 
to 5th Infantry, and was com- 
missioned 1st Lieutenant 1888; 
made Captain in 14th Infantry 
March, 1897 and became Major of 
4th Infantry March, 1902. Per- 
formed military service in Mon- 
tana, Texas, Florida, Louisana and 
Georp-ia, and on recruiting service 
at Cleveland, Ohio. It was while 
in the Philippines, his Regiment, 
the 14th Infantry, was dispatched 
with the China Relief Expedition 
iu 1900; after the capture of Pekin, 
Maj. Tillson was made provost 
marshal; American District of Pe- 
kin, and served in this capacity 
until the allied armies left China. 



He received the thanks of Prince 
Ching and Li Hung Chang for 
humane administration in Pekin. 
After the return of the Regiment 
to America, Maj. Tillson was 
•placed in command of Fort Mack" 
mtosh, Texas. 

Maj. Tillson, while living in 
Dahlonega, has always been acs 1 
companied by Mrs. Tillson, 
whom he married in Frankfort, 
'Kentucky as Miss Adelaide Meek. 
{Their household is a happy one, 
brightened by the presence of their 
accomplished daughter, Miss Ma- 
rine Tillson, who has been for sev- 
eral years a popular pupil of Ag 
nes Scott College at Decatur, Ga. 
Their only son, John Tillson, Jr., 
will enter West Point Military 
Academy this summer, being ap- 
pointed thereto by President 
Roosevelt- 

These excellent people have, 
during their stay m Dahlonega, 
added much to the social enjoy- 
ment and pleasures of the town, 
Maj. Tillson delights in his horses, 
and when not engaged in college 
work may often be seen driving 
his Texas ponies in real army 
style. His work at the college is 
appreciated by the Trustees and 
by his follow members of the fac- 
ulty. For years to cc me his la- 
bors will be remembered grate- 
fully by hundreds of young men, 
and young women too, who have 
been benefitted by his learning and 
discipline.

Biggest Incubator in the 
World. 

The largest incubator ever made 
is fifty-one feet long and a little 
over four feet wide. It has fifty 
compartments and in each of 
these there are two trays, or one 
hundred trays all told. Each 
tray holds at least seventy-five 
eggs, making the total incubating 
capacity of this single machine 
7,500 eggs. 

It takes twenty-one days to 
hatch eggs, whether they are 
placed under a hen or in a incu- 
bator. Estimating that the hatch- 
ing season opens March 1, this 
machine would handle 50,000 
eggs, and if 50 per cent.* of them 
hatched it would mean :>5,O0O 
young stock. However, the per- 
centage of eggs hatched will no 
doubt run much higher than this, 
at least up to 75 per cent., which 
would mean 75,000 young stock. 
A hen sits on from twelve to fif- 
teen eggs, so that giving each hen 
the latter number of eggs would 
mean that to equal the hatching 
capacity of this one incubator one 
would have to set no less than 
2.500 hens.— American Farmer.
